DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Per Applicant's 10/27/2003 submission, claims 1-8 and 12-38 are cancelled. 
Claims 9-1 1 are subjected to a species requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

a) Y: cytidine, 2'-deoxycitidine, or a non-natural pyrimidine nucleoside 

b) Z: guanosine, 2 , -deoxyguanosine, or a non-natural purine nucleoside 

c) X1 : naturally occurring nucleoside or an immunostimulatory moiety. If 
Applicant elects an immunostimulatory moiety, Applicant is further required to elect a 
species of immunostimulatory moiety selected from the group consisting of: C3-alkyl 
linker, 2-aminobutyl-1,3-propanediol linker, and beta-L-deoxynucleoside. 

d) X2: naturally occurring nucleoside or an immunostimulatory moiety that air an 
amino linker. 

e) X3: naturally occurring nucleoside or an immunostimulatory moiety that is a 

nucleoside methylphosphonate.

f) X4> naturally occurring nucleoside or an immunostimulatory moiety. If Applicant 
elects an immunostimulatory moiety, Applicant is further required to elect a species of 
immunostimulatory moiety selected from the group consisting of: nucleoside 
methylphosphonate and 2'-0-methyl-ribonucleoside 
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The species are independent or distinct because the species do not have 
significant structural similarities with one another. For example, a nucleoside does not 
have significant structural similarities with an immunostimulatory moiety that air an 
amino linker. Because of this lack of structural similarities, a different field of search 
would be necessary. Hence, a restriction among the distinct species is appropriate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 9 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
